He declared he was not in the 
least “‘defeatist” about the Chi- 
nese situation. 

Acheson met correspondents one 
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hour after the state department 
released a bitterly critical “white 
paper” on its relations with Na- 
tionalist China. 

The 1,054-page book contained 
statements by Acheson showing 
he is ‘convinced the Nationalist 
regime’ is done for and the Com- 
munists can sweep over all China 
anytime they choose. 

Interests of Russia 

As for his lack of defeatism, 
Acheson indicated in the 1,000- 
word statement handed out at 
the news conference, that it was 
based on a belief that the Com- 
munists are in for serious diffi- 
culties in trying to govern the 
Chinese. “in the interests of a for- 
eign power’’—Russia. 

They are “committed them- 
Selves deeply on the basis of un- 
proved assumptions as to the ex- 
tent. of their own Strength and 
the nature of the reactions which 


they are bound. to provoke inj 


China and elsewhere,” he said. 


“The. United States, for its 
part, will be prepared to work 
with the people of China and of 
every other country in Asia, to 
preserve and to promote their 
true - interest, developed as they 
chose and not as dictated by any 
foreign imperialism.” 

It was in a letter’ to President 
Truman, with which he opened 
the..white paper, that Acheson 
declared that the Communist re- 
gime serves the interests “of 
Soviet Russia” and Predicted 
eventually the Chinese People 
“will throw off the foreign yoke.”

Buying dropped 4.3 per cent during the first four months 
of 1949 reports the State board of Equalization basing its 
conclusion on the drop in total taxable retail sales. 


If you are a merchani this may spell the beginnings 
of a depression. if you're inclined to take the pessimistic 
view. To you this means the ghoulish, cditorial cartoon- 
ists’ creation of a black thing hovering over a bespecta- 
cled man labeled “Business.” It means hat you think ihe 
cash register is going io stop ringing quite so often. 

You start consuiting more closely with Roger Babson, 
Kiplinger, or even our own business oracle, Lou Schneid- 
er. Worse yet, maybe you're seeking the advice of an 
astrologer or numerologist. 

And believe us, there are a great many businessmen 
right now who are worrying themselves grey and grey- 
er just because their gross receipts are not stacking up 
to those of a year and two years ago, 

Why worry about it? Why not do something about it. 

Find out why our customers are not buying. Maybe 
you're having “specials” but customers won't buy if they 
just see your name in an ad and little else. 

What's behind all this? Nothing simple. But basically 
one thing. People are no longer buying just to buy or 
because they do not have something they couldn't get 
during the war. 

The boom neriod 
said that before. 

Maybe we should sav that “boom buying” is over. 
People are still buying---if you stock what they want 
and what they need. Mayle. if you're really a little 
bit psychic, you can figure out what they may not need 
but still will buy.

An interesting and amusing statement was issued yes- 
terday afternoon to readers of the Ontario Daily Report. 

The attorneys for Walter W. Axiey, who is carrying ihe 
ball for the Daily Report in its batile with the Ontario 
Chamber of Commerce's twin lawsuits, now ask resi- 
dents of the West End to “remember” that the issues are 
now a matter for the courts.

All you can do is to turn him 
over to specialists, doctors and 
nurses, and there are not many 
of these specialists in the entire 
\ United States. 

That’s where the dimes you and 
the children gave last winter come 
to your aid. They produced more 
than $20,000,005 now reaay to cdo 
the incredible medical joh of mak- 
ing this scarce aid ready every- 
where. 

Your .communiiy has a_ local 
;Chapter of the National Founda- 
tion for Infantile Paralysis, one 
of 2,800 in the United States. 
| Call the Community or nearest 
National Foundation office. They 
have plans ready. For those un- 
[Four to pay the full expenses, the 





foundation expects to pay the 
balance. And this is a lot of money 
about $1000 being an average 
expense for a single case. Some 
run far higher. 
| Keep Half 

Local chapters of the founda- 
|tion keep half of the March of 
Dimes funds collected ,and most of 
|this goes to pay patient’s bills, 
the policy of the foundation is to 
pay all or part of the expenses, 
depending upon each _ family’s 
|need for heip. When local funds 
“are exhausted, the National Head- 
| quarters advances money to help 
meet the costs. Last year the 
foundation and its chapters spent 
$17,000,000, patient car, including 
$6,700,000 from the National 
Headquarters. 

The Foundation undertakes to 
find a hospital where this care 
}can be given. Many hospitals have 
neither the equipment nor the ex- 
perienced personne:, 

Where cases are numerous, the 
foundation maintains teams of ex- 
pert doctcrs and nurses to go to 
that area and train nurses and ad- 
vise local doctors.

Bulbar Polio 





Bulhbar polio, the kind that comes 


from damage to the “bulb” at the | 


top of the spinal cord, has lost 
some of its death-dealing power. 
Bulbar kills in several ways. It 
may parlyze swallowing muscles, 
or breathing muscles or interfere 
with heart action. in tne swallow- 
ing trouble, the child choxes to 
death, Gpening the windpipe saves 
most of these, and that was dis- 
covered only two years ago. Iron 
lungs keep them alive in the 
breathing paralysis and pure oxy- 
gen helps tide over the heart 
crises, 

The doctors say give the suffer- 
er myanesin of priscol to relieve 
pain, but not because they think 
there is any curative effect. They 


; use curare to loosen muscles that 
insist on tying themselves into 
knots. They have tried new re- 


medies like darvisul and gureomy- 
cin. There are swimming pools, 
rocking beds and other devices for 
mild exercises.

WASHINGTON (# — What 
the communisits in Czechoslova- 
kia have just done to a Catholic 
Priest is—to a Catholic who 
knows his religion—Either stupid 
or cynical. 

They sentenced a_ Catholic 
priest to eigni years imprisonment 
for refusing the last sacraments 
of his church to an old communist 
The sacraments include 
hearing confession and forgiving 
sin. 

Some time ago the catholic 
church at Rome said any Catholic 
who stayed in the communist | 
party anywhere could not recicve 
the sacraments. This was an order 
excommunicating such a _ person 
from the church. 

The story out of Czechoslovakia 
is this: The old woman, a catholic 
but a communist party member, 
thought she was dying and sent | 
sent for a priest. 

* Eo * 

The communist party there had 
forbidden any priest to carry out 
the excommunication order by re- 
fusing the last sacraments to a 
catholic communist. The priest 
arrived. The woman said she was 
still a communist. 

He refused the sacraments. She 
gave up her party membership. 
He administered the sacraments. 
then. But she recovered, rejoined 
the party, told her story and the 
priest was jailed. 

To a catholic who knows his 
religion, excommunication for 
staying in the party is a terrible 
penalty. For then, so long as he 
remains in the party, he is com- 
mitting what the church considers 


a mortal sin. 
* * * 


Catholics, having faith that 
there is a God and after-life, be- 
lieve a person dying in mortal sin 
can never go to heaven but must 
suffer damnation for eternity. 

There are only two ways in 
which such an excommunicated | 
person can save himself from this | 
damnation. 

1. If he’s aiive and well, he}

sin of staying in the party, and 
then be a good catholic thereafter. 

2. If he’s dying, He must be 
truly sorry for his disobedience 
while he was well and firmly re- 
solve that, if he were well again, 
he’d get out of the party.

But a dying person who is truly 
sorry must do one of two things: 

1. Confess to a priest--If a priest 
is availoble--that he is truly sorry. 
The priest can then grant forgive- 
ness. 

2. If there’s no priest around, 
the dying person must be truly 
sorry in mind, without the need 
of confessing aloud to anyone. 

(Since the catholic chureh 
teaches it carries out God’s wishes 
Catholic must _ believe when 
that when the church excommuni- 
cates catholic ccmmunist it is 
the wish of God. The church also 
teaches that God has given priests 
power to forgive sins.) 

But it is right here that the 
stur'dity or cynicism of the Cze- 
choslovak communists comes in:
